Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 22 
line 8 "relates" should be "related" and on page 25 line 8 "fact" should be "face". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 and 1 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 1 line 8 and claim 1 1 line 2 after "divides" "the" should be inserted. 
In claim 1 line 8 the phrase "into two regions in vertical direction into an upper 

bay and ..." is cumbersome. The examiner suggest "into two regions including an upper 

bay and... . 

In claim 1 1 line 2 the phrase "into two regions into an upper bay and ..." is 
cumbersome. The examiner suggest "into two regions including an upper bay and... . 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Anderson et al (USPN 3,418,485) in view of Tokar et al (USPN 6,368,374). 

Anderson et al disclose a gas turbine power generation system having a single 
spool gas turbine engine (37, 42, 43, 44, 46, 49), and air intake passageway defined by 
multiple flow direction changes (see Fig. 2) and including a filter (71 ). There is also a 
generator (34), a housing (31) with an openable maintenance face (separate top face 
67 of Fig. 2), and the inlet being in the openable maintenance face. Anderson et al do 
not disclose the intake passageway being a duct that has an air inlet at a plane 
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coincident with the of the openable maintenance face and the duct section and the filter- 
housing section being airtightly joined such that the air intake duct can be taken out 
through the openable maintenance face as a single unit. Tokar et al disclose an air 
intake duct/filter assembly for a gas turbine engine power plant having a duct (36, 37) 
that has an air inlet at a plane coincident with the of an openable maintenance face 
(38). The duct having a filter (34). And the duct section and the filter-housing section 
being airtightly joined such that the air intake duct can be taken out through the 
openable maintenance face as a single unit. At the time of the invention it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use a duct and openable maintenance 
face as taught by Tokar et al in place of the passageway formed by the series of panels 
and filters in Anderson et al. As an arrangement would simplify construction and lead to 
simplified maintenance of the filter. In Tokar see col. 1 lines 10-23 and 52-61). It also 
would have been obvious to bend duct of Tokar et al a number of times in order to 
reduce noise as taught by Anderson et al at col. 4 lines 17-27. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art neither discloses nor makes obvious a gas turbine power 
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generation system having a housing which encloses the gas turbine, a generator and an 
intake duct, the housing having openable maintenance faces and a partition that divides 
the interior space of the housing into two regions, in a vertical direction, into an upper 
bay and a lower bay such that the engine is installed in the upper bay and the intake 
duct is installed in the lower bay at a location directly under the engine. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mitchell, Bons et al and TELEDYNE disclose portable gas turbine 
power generation systems.
